It was that fine Irish Gentleman, Don Merz, who turned up a Bliley CCO for me. 
It is the model 2A and new, well, old, in the box from Van Syckle Radio in 
Indianapolis.. Sure in' its a fine green with a crystal socket and cap knob on 
the 2 1/4 by 2 1/4 inch front and a hole for a 6AG7 in the three inch deep 


top. There is a slide switch for 27-30 or 48-54 MC (of course). If you had 
the Bliley CCO 2A you had the makings of a HF or VHF transmitter. 


The yellowed insructions say it always doubles, but that one can turn to the 
September QST, 1947 for advice on a tripler setup. They must have known 
something ‘cause the instruction sheet is dated 8/47. 


O£ course, in those pre Korea days the $9.95 tab was pricey, but you had most 
of the rig when you sent the money. A Push-Pusher pair of 1625s would carry 
the mail and there were not many TVs around -- yet. 


I have not located anyone who used a Bliley in his rig. There was a homebrew 
with one on E-Bay, but the seller was innocent of the history. He did not 
even know that , later, the venerable Bliley Crystal company sold an updated 
CCO-2L just in time for the Roaring Fifties. Reach for your March, 1955, CQ, 
page 51 (of course) to see the two cap 12BH7 model that came along just in 
time for the sunspot apogee at just $2 more.

So you get two or more days faster delivery for 20 cents. 
That's pretty good economics in my book. 

They don't give shipping envelopes away anymore. 

If you're shipping a lot of stuff, it adds-up 

real fast. Take a look some time at the 

cost of a shipping envelope for a Heath manual, 

then multiply by 20-30 and you'll see what I mean. 
Especially so, considering that you get free envelopes, 
free labels, free tape, etc. from USPS. 


Unless someone absolutely insists, I almost always ship USPS Priority 
if the package is 4 lbs or less. It often makes sense for 

larger packages. It depends on destination and weight. 

Check it out some time. 

I mailed a box of tube shields to California today. 

USPS Priority: $7.80 Parcel Post: $7.30 

I think the person is worth the extra 50 cents so he 

can get his item in 3 days instead of 2 weeks. 


I will go get an envelope if someone insists (which has only 
happened once), but they're going to wait until I make a trip to 
Wally-World, which can mean more days of delay. 

I can't afford to spend gas and precious time over 20 cents.

PEM is a trademark belonging to Penn Engineering and Mfg. Corp. in 
Danboro, PA. 


They make a broad line of fasteners, most of which are intended to be 
pressed into sheet metal, but there are many variations. Many of these 
parts can be used for boat anchor restoration, however the company caters 
mostly to OEM customers who can buy large quantities. Many parts are only 
built to order. They are often helpful with samples, and they have a 
national distribution chain that will often supply samples with the 
appropriate inquiry (i.e. legitimate sounding business purposes!). 


Check their Web site: www.pemnet.com 


There are several "copies" in existence, however PEM seems to gaurd their 
registered trademark pretty well. Many of their products have a distinct 
identifying mark to insure authenticity. 


Since many of us are interested in history as it relates to our beloved 
boatanchors, here's a partial transcription from the 50th anniv. issue of 
their company newsletter "PEMLINE", dated "Winter 1992"):

Before PEM (1927-40): 20-year old K.A. Swanstrom arrives in the US from 
Sweden to help his brother, Arthur, with a new company called Elastic Stop 
Nut [this is the basis of the acronym "ESNA Nut" -SW]. The Union, NJ 
company manufactures and sells fiber insert self-locking nuts. 


Arthur Swanstrom is issued patent No. 2,026,757 for the first 
self-clinching (flaring) self-locking fastener. K.A. Swanstrom is elected 
president of the company. 


Our timeline begins two years after Arthur's untimely death: 


1942: K.A. Swanstrom leaves Elastic Stop Nut and sells all of his patents, 
including self-locking gang and channel nuts, to the company. On 
Christmas Eve, he incorporates Penn Engineering and Mfg. Corp. in Jersey 
City, NJ. 


1943: Mr. Swanstrom, in conjunction with several RCA engineers, designs 
and develops a steel weld nut, a cold-headed clinch nut from wire and the 
origina "S" nut. The company begins production in a rented section of a 
stocking mill in New Britain, PA. 


1960: Ken Swanstrom, K.A.'s son, officially joins the company. 


1967: Penn Engineering listed on the NASDAQ and then AMEX with the symbol 
PNN. Sales total $4.3 million. 


1968: Penn Engineering acquires Standard Insert Co., Pacoima, CA, a 
manufacturer of inserts. 


1979: Ken Swanstrom named president of the company. [still President to 
my knowledge -SW]

> can detune the can, which makes it harder to get to that amplitude, but 
> when I hit a loud station, that's all she wrote. 


A gassy IF tube could cause it. Also, have you determined whether the 
oscillation is at RF or AF? A second could help you determine whether or not 
it's at RF (IF). If it's at RF, once it's happening, grabbing the envelope 
of the offending tube should shift the oscillation and help you zero in on 
which tube(s) is(are) active in making it happen. 


Also: Would that happen to be one of those radios in which you can through a 
switch to make part of the IF and/or AF stages act like a code-practice 
oscillator?

Well, I too was reminded of my perspective recently. A few weeks ago 

I purchased a really clean Scott SLRM receiver. I was so pleased with 

it I put it upstairs in the bedroom in place of the Hallicrafters SX122. 

Right now, this is my favorite radio. More beautiful inside than out 

and what a performer. All original, except two tubes. Actually, on the 

inside this radio looks like the day it was made 50+ years ago. The band 
switch just needs a little cleaning. 


Last week we had the house re-carpeded. So everything had to be moved from 
room to room. In the process, the SLRM got a 3" scratch on top. Nice 
bright aluminum under that paint :-( I was quite concerned about finding 
a good match in color. Judy and I had some discussions about it. We had 
also discussed having my ‘91 Grand Am repainted. One small rust spot just 
appeared so now is the time. Great running car and I'd like to keep it 
for another couple of years. But, Judy made an observation. She said, 
"You Know you are much more concerned about that gray radio upstairs than 
your car? Which is a bigger investment?" Its good to have a woman around 
to keep things in perspective. I admire the radio, but depend on the car. 
I will keep it decent looking as long as I own it. But, I still think 

the radio is more fascinating. 


So, a few details about the radio. I purchased it from a gentlemen 

who purchased a number of old radios as a group from an older gentlemen. 
This was the original owner of the SLRM. He purchased it right after 
WWII brand new and used it as part of his collection. It looks great 

and performs like a champ. Excellent selectivity and selectable bandwidth. 
I do not have a schematic for it yet, but was warned that one side of the 
chassis was connected to the line cord. It must be a series strung set 
judging from the tube complement. But it is interesting the way this set 
warms up. The filaments that are visible come up very gradually. No 
in-rush brightness. Also, the pilot light comes on gradually about 18 
seconds after the power is turned on and after the filaments are up. 
Could it be derived from the B+ ? I would also like to connect a good 
external speaker to the set. Push pull 25L6's. This set will be used 
for a long time to come, but I'll work on it after the car is painted.

OK, now quite a few people have become interested in this radio, so I 
figure I will broadcast the details... 


This radio is built by National and covers 15 to 600 KHz. It is generally 
regarded as a nice LF set, although it does not have very many fancy 
features. It has a nice dial, unlike the cheap Wells built RBLs. 


The unit I have is a restoration candidate, as long as you do not mind an 
extra small switch added to the front (it is quite nicely done, but being 
a non-military modification, I do not like it. No, I do not know what the 
switch does!). The exterior of the radio is not bad but not good - sort of 
standard hamfest, just pulled from a 20 year slumber in the cellar, 
condition. The interior is dirty but could be cleaned a 

bit, and it looks like someone has fooled around with the inside. 


In other words, this radio is no gem. I purchased it as a $5 hamfest 
special, thinking I could use it for parts for better RBLs, but I have had 
it for three years now, and have never needed anything from it. I would 
like to pass it along to someone that is not quite as picky as I am about 
modifications, and would not mind getting dirty fixing this radio. 


I would really like to trade for something, like some Navy radar junk, 
older tubes, manuals that I do not have, etc.. Do not worry about offering 
something insultingly low value, as I might just take it! 


I must warn that this radio is a true anchor (must be over 70 pounds) and 
is definitely worth less than the shipping charge. I will ship it if I 
must, but I would rather have a pickup (Carmel, NY. about 50 miles north 
of New York City), or deliver anywhere along 195 from Providence, RI to 
Washington, DC.
